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SEASONALLY ADJUSTED INDICATORS 


Pages 4-8 of this publication contain a series of original and seasonally 
adjusted statistical indicators of Australian economic activity, resresentative 
of unadjusted series presented elsewhere in the publication. Details of the 
methods used in seasonally adjusting these and other series are given in 
Seasonally Adjusted Indicators 1967, issued by this Bureau on 18 July 1967, 
which contains original and seasonally adjusted data in tabular and graphical 
form for forty-eight selected series. The seasonally adjusted indicators 
included therein will be up-dated in relevant monthly and quarterly publi- 
cations of this Bureau. 


As wellas being adjusted for normal seasonal factors, some of the statistical 
series included in the Review have been adjusted for the effests of some 
calendar irregularities, namely: ‘trading-day’ effects (arising from the 
varying numbers of Sundays, Mondays, Tuesdays, etc. in the month) and 
the influence of moveable holidays, i.e. Easter and Australia Day. The 
adjustments made to each series are indicated in Appendix B of Seasonally 
Adjusted Indicators 1967. 


The ‘indicator’ headings on pages 4-8 show the page numbers of the relevant 
series, which should be referred to for further information on the nature of 
the series and for further statistical detail.

OVERSEAS ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES 


Permanent movement—persons arriving with the stated intention of settling permanently in Australia, and Australian residents departing with 
the stated intention of residing permanently abroad. 

Long-term movement—arrival of visitors and temporary departure of residents with the stated intention of staying (in Australia or in a country 
abroad respectively) for twelve months or more, and the departure of visitors and return of Australian residents who have stayed (in Australia 
or in a country abroad respectively) for twelve months or more.

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WHOLESALE TRADE 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the Sales Tax Acts. With certain specified 
exemptions, goods sold by wholesale in Australia including imports are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trades as vendors 
trading only in exempt goods are not required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects 
of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain but total 
recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient information is available to enable adjustment to be made to the crude figures on this 
account.

WHOLESALE PRICE (BASIC MATERIALS AND FOODSTUFFS) INDEX 


Commodities in this index are priced in their primary or basic form wherever possible. The prices used have in the main been obtained directly 
from manufacturers and merchants. With a few important exceptions they are from Melbourne sources. The weighing system adopted is based 
on estimates of the average annual consumption of the commodities in Australia during the years 1928-29 to 1934—35 inclusive. Work is pro- 
ceeding on the preparation of new series of wholesale price index numbers. Meanwhile, the present series continue to be compiled on their 
existing basis, which has become increasingly affected by changes in usage, changes of category as between ‘imported’ and ‘home-produced’ 
for some commodities, and changes in industrial structure.

The prices of individual shares are unweighted and each group average is the mean of the average monthly 
prices per $2 of paid-up capital. Adjustments are made for changes in the capital structure of the companies. The total index is the average of all 
the shares included in the groups with the addition of thirty-four miscellaneous shares.

In Western Australia the Industrial Commission 
decided that the miaimum weekly wage payable to adult male workers under certain awards would be increased from $36.55 to $37.55; 
that wage rates for adult workers not in receipt of the minimum wage would be increased by 60 cents per week ; and that these increases 
operate from the beginning of the first pay-period commencing on or after 1 July 1967. In Tasmania the chairman of the Wages Boards 
announced on 4 July that a $1 per week increase in basic wage rates for adult males and adult females would be incorporated in Wages Board 


determinations beginning in July 1967.
